A semi-official 
Intimation has been conveyed to the 
press that the government waived the 
petition for forgiveness owing to a 
desire not to place China in the at­ 
titude of having countenanced assas­ 
sination. 
Stress is now laid upon an 
address which Prince Chun will read 
to 
Emperor William. 
Nevertheless 
the expiatory mission 
has become 
shorn of all semblance of a national 
spectacle Illustrating German imperial 
supremacy and has dwindled down to 
a private reception of a rather unwel­ 
come envoy, who has had m atters all 
his own way regarding the perform 
ance of his errand. 
As a matter of fa* t the government 
now seems anxious to get rid as quick­ 
ly as possible of the expiatory incu­ 
bus; and the probabilities are that the 
mission will leave Berlin soon after 
the audience. 
The first flush of satisfaction at 
being rescued from an awkward posi­ 
tion having passed, the press and pub­ 
lic now vent their spleen upon Count 
von Buelow. who has really saved the 
government from an absolute fiasco. 
The pan-German papers are particu­ 
larly bitter.

shipment was made on this train. The 
robbers, after securing the loot, cut 
off the engine from the mail and ex­ 
press cars, and. 
forcing

Henderson to get off. they took the 
engine, in charge of the robber e n ­ 
gineer, and went south at full speed 
The engine has not yet been found.

Dr. Thabes, city health officer, re­ 
ported that during the month four 
cases of diphtheria and two cases of 
smallpox had been reported to him.

He stated in his report that there 
were no cases of smallpox in the city 
at the present time. 
The report was 
accepted aud filed. 
The report of Supt. Peterson, of 
the electric light plant showed 73 
lights cut in; 14 lights cut out; CO 
arc lamps are now in use. 
Report

The report of Street Commissioner 
Weitzel showed that he had l>een 
busy during the month repairing 
sidewalks and crushing rock for the 
Seventh street paving. 
He stated

When the bill of City Engineer 
I 
W hiteley was read there was some an- 
tagonsim on the part of some of the 
members of the council, it being 
claimed that the amounts charged 
for getting grades of the streets for 
building sidewalks was excessive.The 
bill was allowed, however, after con­ 
siderable discussion. 
The bill of Roy Guthrie for $127 
for painting street signs loomed up 
again last night, 
but 
Alderman 
W right at once questioned its right 
to appear 
again, it being claimed 
that the bill had been tabled. 
Alder­ 
man Rowley called for the opinion of 
the city attorney on the matter. 
The committee on streets 
ami 
bridges to which was referred the 


signs, was called for and he stated 
that in all probability 
the 
legal 
phases of the question 
would have 
to be referred to the district judge 
before the m atter could be deter­ 
mined satisfactorily to all, but it 
was his judgment 
in the matter, 
that as long as the signs had been 
put up the city would have to pay 
for them, 
Alderman W rig h t stated emphati j 
cady that he would fight the matter j 
to the bitter end on the ground that 
the provisions of the contract had 
not been complied 
with, and that 
the authorized committee or the city 
council had not accepted the work. 
Alderman Rowley retorted by ask­ 
ing point blank if it w aste be un­ 
derstood that one man was to run 
the council, and he denied the limea­ 
d e s that the work 
had not been 
done in accordance with the provis- 
sions of the contract. 
Finally the 
matter came to a vote on a motion 
bv Alderman 
Rowley that the bill 
be allowed. 
The motion was second­ 
ed, but before the question was put 
Alderman W rig ht served notice on 
the council that he would protest 
and would stand finn on his first 
convictions.
